Mr. Huntington Expresses His Views on
tho Situation.

The Oregonian having for the second
time punblished a statement of Repre-
eentative Huntington concerning the
interference of Senator Mitchell’s friends
with a plan to test the legality of the

Carosicre obtained from: Mr. Hunting-
ton a statement of the matter reterred to
and an expreseion of opinion as to who
is responsible for the *‘hold-up.”” Mr.
Huntington said

The matter referred to by me upon
the floor of the House in the discossion
of the resclutions to unseat the un-
qualified members, was this:

A few days after the organization ol
the Hobse,a cauvcns of the members|
was called toconsider, among other mat-
ters, the advisability of compelling the
tattendance of absent members. It was
suggested that if we shonld cause their
arrest they would institute habeas corpus
proceedings, and, being the moving par-
ties in the legislation, might delay the
final hearing indefinitely. Many of the
members were very anxions that the
question as to the Jlegality of our organ-
igation might be brought before the
conrte immediately, several of the stay-
erg-out baving expressed a willingness
to come in whenever our organization
was declared legal. - The senate had re-
Tuged to recognize the organization, and
no business counld be done while the
The
matter was relerred to the seven attor-
neys of the Hooee. This committee
met snd I was by it requested to ex-
amine the sabject. After & carelul con-
sideration, a plan was formed by which
the legal “statos of the Benson house
could be speedily determined. The
attorney-general was consulted and con-
sented to institute the desired proceed-
ing. Ithen saw the chairman and one
of the members of the committes and
requested that s meeting' be called. I
was told that the managers of Senator
Mitehell’s campaign bad been consulted
and they had objected to the matter be-
ing taken into the conrt because it
might interfere with Senator Mitehell's
election. I prot&alﬂd that the organiza-
tion of the Houre was of greater conse-
quence to the people of the state than

the committee was ever called and the
attempt to haye the question tried was
suppressed. I afterwards called the at-
tention «f the House caucus to the mat-
ter, but nothing was done. For this I
am satiefied Benator Mitchell's man-
agers were responsible,

" But us to who is most responsible for
the hold-ap, opinions differ widely. 1
think tlie opposition to Senator Mitchell
shonld have been made an the floor of
the House. The senatorial caucus vote
was not a fair expression of opinion.
Many of its members were under the
restraint of a pledga‘ exacted under
threats emanating from the same in-
fluence which elected Bourne and some
other Popnlhta.
